Sir Knights, the 20th Annual Voluntary Eye Foundation Campaign is underway. We are once again actively 
engaged in this most Humanitarian cause that makes it possible for those in darkness one day to be able to have 
their sight restored and enjoy the wondrous beauty of the seasons. So many of our companions have suffered loss 
or impeded sight so that they cannot hold or obtain employment, are unable to move about without assistance, 
are without assistance, are without finances to pay for surgery and the necessary hospitalization connected with 
it, or concerned that before too long he may become totally blind spending his remaining years in complete 
darkness. The participation by many of our members in generously giving over and above the stated annual 
assessment has made it possible for us to assist an ever increasing number of persons overcome with fear, 
desperation and hopelessness. The Grand Encampment Knights Templar of the United States of America, in 
continuous existence since 1816 with more than 350,000 members, voted to set up the Knight Templar Eye 
Foundation at its Triennial Conclave in New York in 1955. Their Stated objectives were to create a foundation 
to provide funds for research, for surgical treatment and hospitalization of those suffering from diseases of or 
injuries to, the eye, which if unattended and treated might result in total blindness. It was also its purpose to 
treat and correct cross-eyes in children. 


The eligibility or admission of all persons is without regard to race, color, creed, age, sex or national origin. 
The treatment of all patients for these purposes is free and limited to persons unable to pay, and performed in 
existing facilities. Every effort is being made to contain the costs so that all applicants are relieved of any 
undue financial hardship. For those 65 years or older, under Medicare, the foundation pays the deductibles 
plus 20% of the balance of expenses incurred both in surgery and hospitalization so long as each bill is not in 
excess of our stated fee schedule, Glasses, prosthesis and contact lenses would be paid for only after surgery as 
prescribed by the attending Opthalmologist. If covered by Medicare, the foundation pays the remaining 20% 
provided the total charge is not in excess of the stated fee schedule. The foundation can pay for surgery in 
connection with Glaucoma but do not cover cases involving treatment of this disease only.

THE COMMANDER’S JEWEL 


It is the regular meeting of Boston Commandery 
on February 17, 1869 and Solon Thornton, the Re- 
corder, has just completed his regular business and 
is reading an invitation from St. John’s Commandery 
No. 4 of Philadelphia to attend the proper celebra- 
tion of the 50th Anniversary of the founding of their 
Commandery to be held on Tuesday, June 15, 1869. 
A committee of 21 Sir Knights is appointed to can- 
vass the views of the members and ascertain if there 
is any interest in attending. 


At the next meeting, the committee reports that 
180 members were willing to go at $35.00 each. They 
decided to leave June 12 “by taking the cars to a 
steamer on the sound provided for their exclusive use 
and on landing at Jersey City a special train of cars 
will be waiting to take them to Philadelphia where 
they will stay at the celebrated Continental Hotel.” 
Apparently all went well because at the October Con- 
clave a committee was appointed to thank the Breth- 
ren in Philadelphia, and at the March 1870 meeting 
the committee reported that they had procurred a 
sword and belt for $189.78 and it was subsequently 
presented on April 20th. 


A few years later, in May 1872, Boston returned 
the favor and hosted 195 Knights from St John’s No. 
4, At the February 19, 1873 meeting Christian Hub- 
bert, Eminent Commander of St. John’s Commandery 
No. 4, and a suit of 8 other members were received 
and formally introduced. Eminent Sir Hubbert “in 
a few words explained the cause of their visit and 
presented a magnificent and costly jewel, a gift from 
St. John’s Commandery to be worn by the Eminent 
Commander of Boston Commandery as a Memorial 
of the regards of the members of St. John’s Com- 
mandery for the courtesies extended to them in May 
last.’ Eminent Sir Endicott made an appropriate 
reply and the jewel was accepted. 


This is what our records have to say about the 
jewel that I proudly wear at our meetings and is so 
well known throughout our District. I am also pleased 
to tell you that the sword we gave St. John’s is still 
in regular use as their dubbing sword, in fact, every 
Sir Knight that has been knighted in St. John’s for 
the last 116 years has been dubbed with that sword.
